Among its items are 
those for deficiencies in the expenses of the 
Yorktown centennial, $32,328; tenth census 
expenses, $80,000, and credit to ex-Treasurer 
Spinner, $47,000. 


DESIGNATING HIS SUCCESSOR. 


President Davis Precipitates a Diseussion Upon the 
Grave Sentors of the Nation. 

Wasuinocton, June 2.—In the senate, at the 
hour of assembling, the acting secretary, 
Francis E. Shober, read a note from President 
pro tempore Davis, as follows: ‘As I shall be 
absent from the opening of the session this 
morning, under the provisions of rule 4 I 
name John J. Ingalls, senator from the state 
of Kansas, to perform the duties of the chair 
until the adjournment to-day.’’ Mr. Vest 
made the point that the ee pro tem. 
had not the power to delegate a senator tu 
take the place, which, under the 
circumstances, could only be filled 
by the election by the senate. Mr. Hoar sug- 
gested that Mr. Ingalls be declared presiding 
Officer for the day. He desired to avoid a 
protracted discussion at this time. His own 
Opinion was that the action of the president 
of the senate in the designating of a member 
to take his. place was not more binding upon 
the chamber than would -be the designation 
by that officer of a ruling by himself upon a 
parliamentary question. A long and at times 
animated debate followed, participated in by 
nearly every senator presebt, in the course of 
Which several motions to adiourn were 
Offered. Finally Mr. Sherman, after an allu- 
sion to the apparent indisposition of the sen- 
ate to commit itself by positive action on the 
important question which — had been precipi- 
tated on it, moved an adjournment, which 
Was °greed to unanimously. The senate ac- 
cordingly adjourned until Monday.

THE STRIKING IRON MEN, 


Over Forty Thousand Iron Workers Quit Work ter 
um Inerease of W ages. 

WasHINGTON, June 2.—Reports from some 
of the points where the iron workers struck 
yesterday give the numberof men out as foi- 
lows: Louisville, Kentucky, 250; Chicago. 1,- 
200; Cincinnati, 1,500; Youngstown, Ohio, 
about 10,000; Pittsburg, about 30,000: at 
Shamokin, Pennsylvania, the miners in the 
Buck Ridge colliery struck for more wages. 
The iron masters at Cincinnati expect that 
their worknien will resume very soon, as the 
contract is still in force between the 
gamated association of iron workers and the 
Cincinnati employers, which was made some 
months ago on the occasion of a loeal strike. 
The present movement in Cincinnati is not 
sanctioned by-the union, and the local officers 
of the union are at work. They have ap- 
pealed to the officers of the central organiza- 
tion to intervene in behalf of the existing 
contract. 

The latest news from the’ strikers is not en- 
couraging for a compromise. In Brooklyn 
eight hundred boiler makers have returned to 
work in shops where the owners had come to 
terms. The new miners at Cumberland, Ma- 
ryland, are working satisfactorily, and the 
strikers have not disturbed them. At Detroit 
Baughs steam forge anticipated the strike 
among his men by a lock- 
out last Saturday The men had 
intended to work until yesterday but Baugh 
informed them he was out of pig iron and 
would shut down and that in future he would 
employ no union men, Some of the.tanners 
in Milwaukee began a strike to-day. Else- 
where there is no change. ‘he striking iron 
works claim to have half a million 
dollars in the treasury at Pittsburg, and that 
employes in such of the kindred trades as 
continue to work will contribute largely. 

RIOTOUS WORKMEN. 

CuicaGco, June 2.—The Joliet iron and steel 
works had a gang of twenty non-union men, 
some colored, unloading iron ore at their 
docks here yesterday. Last evening they got 
on board the Chicago and Alton train to go to 
Joliet. When the train stopped at the Pan 
Handle crossing it was surrounded by about 
fifty striking iron workers and their friends, 
four or five of whom jumped on the engine, 
presented revolvers, and prevented the engi- 
neer starting. Again another detachment 
entered the train and pulled out all the work- 
men they could recognize, including a half- 
dozen colored men. The remainder of the 
crowd took them, beat, kicked and stamped 
upon them and injured them severely. 
Many stones were thrown and. shots fired. 
One shot took effect in the groin of Judge 
Pillsbury, of the [llinois appellate court, in- 
Hicting a wound which it is feared will prove 
fatal. 

WHEELING, W. Va., June 2.—All the nail 
mills of the city shut down yesterday and ex- 
pect to remain closed for an indefinite period. 

THE SITUATION AT PITTSBURG, 

PirtssurG, June 2.—The fires in every iron 
millin this city with one exception, have 
heen put out, and the mills have shut down. 
The exception is the Union iron mills of Car- 
negie Bros. & Co., who signed the scale last 
night. They willcontinue to run, having 
eontracts on hand that must be filled. This 
is generally considered a bad break, and is 
calculated to weaken the lines of manufac- 
turers. It isone of the largest iron mills 
here, and has a capacity of 35,000 tons a year. 
The steel mills are running as usual. Mostof 
them have signed the scale, but as they do 
not employ many vuddlers itis not thought 
that their running will have any etfect on the 
situation. It is expected that most of the 
sheet iron mills will sign within a few days. 
It is generally believed that the strike will be 
of long duration. Those mills which have 
suspended operations will take advantage of 
the condition of affairs to make needed re- 
pairs. 

THE HOD CARRIERS JOIN IN. 

The hod carriers of Harrisburg struck yester- 
day for an advance of 25 cents per day and 
building operations stopped. They have been 
receiving $1.75 per day. 


ACCIDENT AND DISASTER. 


Fatal Boller Explestons and Rallroad Accidents—The 
Deaths and Damage. 


San Francisco, June 2.—A dispatch from 
Virginia City, Nevada, says that early this 
morning Richard Bennett and Dennis Calahan 
boarded a smal] hunting skiff and ventured 
into the Alta drift, in search of the impris- 
ovned miners, and neither have since been 
heard of. It is feared that both have been 
suffocated by the heat and gas. Shortly after- 
wards a German known as ‘Dutch George’’ 
tried to wade into the shaft, but soon return- 
ed delirious. He subsequently stated that he 
saw a light and the boat, but no men. Two 
other men attempted to wade in, but found 
the heat and gas insuilerable, and returned 
after going a short distance. It is reported 
that raps are still heard on the air pipe, indi- 
cating that the imprisuned miners are yet 
alive. 

SEVERAL KILLED AND INJURED, 2

CARROLL'S GALLOWS 


CHEATED OF ONE, BUT SURE OF 
THE OTHER. 


Moon Found Insensible From a Poisonous Drug 
and Respited for Twenty-four Hours—Han- 
vey Taken Out and Hanged—Ten Thou- 
sand People Present to Witness. 


A never-to-be-forgotton entry was yesterday 
made in the criminal record of Carroll.county. 
It was the day set apart for the execution of 
Moon and Hanvey, the murderers, and long 
before the sun had ascended in the east the 
town of Carrollton was fuller of people than 
it had ever been before, but that morbid curi- 
osity which drew many there was doomed to 
disappointment. Early in the morning when 
the jailer entered the doomed men’s cell he 
was astounded at finding Moon in an 
unconscious condition, and when, as he sus- 
pected he, ascertained that Moon was under 
the influence of a deadly poison his astonish- 
ment was beyend measure. Hardly knowing 
what to do, the jailer quickly summoned 
aid and began an effort to revive the nearly 


dead man. Physicians were sent for, but 
soon they learned that Moon was likely to 
cheat the gallows of its dues. The news 
tlew thick and fast and almost instantly the 
jail was the central point around which a 
countless mob swayed. Tothe sheriff, in his 
trying position, all eyes were turned. 
What would he do? Would he hang 
a man from whose body life seemed to 
have already gone, or would he wait and let 
Moon add suicide to his murder? 
THE ACTION OF THE GOVERNOR. 

Soon these questions were answered, Seat- 
ing himself, the sheriff indicted the following 
telegram, and when the operator’s click 
ceased giving forth its sound, and the people 
knew that the governor was reading what 
had been said, a great anxiety was manifested 
to know the result: ‘‘Carroliton, Ga., Juue 
2.—To Governor Colquitt, Atlanta, Ga.: 
Moon has been drugged and is unconscious. 
May die in an hour or may live twenty-four 
hours. Must I execute him or not?’ The 
message was handed Governor Colquitt at 
10:30 yesterday morning in the executive 
office, and in an instant almost the following 
answer was transmitted: 

ATLANTA, June 2, 1582.—J. W. Hewitt, Sheriff 
Carroll County, Carrollton, Ga.: Your ielegram re- 
ceived that soon is unconscious and at point of 
death. Suspend execution and advise me promptly 
and fully of his condition, and. await further in- 
structions. A. H. COLQUITT, Governor. 

Then by the next train ‘the further instruc- 
tions’ were sent. They read: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, STATE OF GEORGIA, AT- 
LANTA, GA., June 2, 1882.—To the Sheriff of Car:oll 
County: Whereas, William L. Moon, of Carroll 
county, Was convicted of murder at the October 
term of the superior court, 1581, and sentenced to 
be hung on Friday, the <d day of June, 1582; and, 
whereas, at the hour of eleven o'clock on said day 
a dispatch has been received at the executive office 
from J. W. Hewitt, the sheriff of said county of 
Carroll, to the effect that the said Moon has been 
drugged and is unconscious and may die in an 
houror may live twenty-four hours; it is there- 
fore ordered, that the execution of the said Moon 
be suspended for the space of twenty-four hours. 
Given under my hand and the seal of the executive 
Cepartment, at the capital in Atlanta, on ihe day 
aud year first above written.

Soon the intelligence of Moon’s attempt to 
suicide spread ip Atlanta, and great excite- 
ment was prevalent. Everybody was anxious 
to know whether the law had _ been defied or 
not. About five o’clock yesteaday evening 
the governor received the following: 

CARROLLTON, Ga., June 2, 1882.—A. H. Colquitt, 
Governor, Atlanta, Ga.: Moon has recovered and 
is now all right. He did not revive until after two 
o'clock. Hanvey was hanged at 11:15 and died 
without a struggle. J. W. HeEwirt, 

Sheriff. 

To this he sent the following answer: 

ATLANTA, Ga., June 2, 1882,-—J W, Hewitt, Sheriff 
Carroll county, Carrollton, Ga: oe was 
granted Moon for twenty-four hours. He must be 
carefully guarded to prevent attempt at suicide oc- 
curring again, and must be executed to-morrow, 
June 3d, sometime between the hours of the day 
designated in the sentence of the judge. Answer.

Hanvey’s nerve was goed to the last and he 
died game.

The Execution of Hanvey. 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. — 

Newnan, June 2.—Hanvey arrived at the 
gallows at 12 o’clock under a heavy guard, 
riding between his father and Sheriff Hewitt. 
As he mounted the scaffold bis step was firm 
and elastic. First in order was the religious 
services. by the Carrollton ministers, after 
which Hanvey addressed the vast concourse 
in the most touching and pathetic language, 
declaring that strong drink and bad company 
had brought himto this awful condition, 
He hoped that his untimely fate would serve 
as a warning tothe people of Carrollton and 
all the world; that he cherished in his heart 
no ill-will or malice against anyone; that he 
had never known Arthur McMillen, for 
whose murder he was about to atone 
his life blood, until the day on 
which he committed the terrible deed, and 
when he awoke next morning and found 
himself in jail he asked his fellow prisoners 
where he was and what had brought him 
here. He said he had no fears as to his fu- 
ture happiness, that he had received a full 
and free pardon forall his sins. He spoke 
about fifteen niinutes, and said many good 
things in the way of advice and warning. 
His voice was clear and distinct and audible 
at a considerable distance. At the conclu- 
sion of Hanvey’s remarks he said his picture 
was on sale for the benefit of his wife and 
four little children, aud that was all he had 
to leave them. Then-after bidding his rela- 
tivesand friends a long farewell, and thank- 
ing Sheriff Hewitt and others for their kind 
treatment, he was placed 

ON THE FATAL TRAP, 
the black cap pulled down, his arms pinion 
ed and the noose adjusted. The sheriff ex- 
claimed: “In the tear of God and in 
behalf of the __ state I proceed 
to execute the law.”” In the twinkling of an 
eye Jame E. Hanvey was launched into eter- 
nity. The execution was perfect, and he died 
without any apparent struggle, and in twelve 
minutes life was extinct No man under 
similar circumstances ever met death with a 
stronger faith and better nerve than James E. 
Hanvey. Ten thousand people witnessed the 
execution and good” order was abserved 
throughout the day. 

HIS OFFENSE DETAILED 

On the 2d of July, 1881, James E. Hanvey, 
and ‘Arthur McMullen, were at Benson's gro- 
cery just beyond the corporate limits of Cuar- 
roliton. MeMuilen was on a horse and re- 
marked: ‘‘My horse can outrun any horse in 
the state, and whoever says he can’t tells a 
d—d lie.” Hanvey, who was within the 
store at the time, exclaimed: ‘‘Don’t call me 
a d—d lie!” to which McMullen replied 
by saying: “I didn’t cail you a d—d lie. I 
said my horse could outrun any horse in the 
state, and whoever says he can t tells a d—d 
lie.’ Hanvey then drew from his pocket his 
knife, opened it, walked to where McMullen 
was sitting upon his horse, and without 
another word, plunged it in his breast, the 
blade penetrating the cavity. The blood 
gpurted from the wound, McMuilen’s muscles 
relaxed, and he feli heavily to the ground, 
but was instantly moved inside the bar room 


‘and medical aid was summoned, but be died 


the next day. A touching incident occurred 
jst before nis death. His wife and a lovely 
little daughter of some three or fuur summers 


were notified and hastened to his side. The 


little girl, hardly realizing what had occurred, 
leaned upon her dying father, and in her 
childish prattle asked: *‘Papa. are you hurt?” 
He replied: ““Yes, I am badly hurt.” The 
child arose and with her bands stained with 
her father’s blood, rushed from one persdn to 
another, and in a tone of agony cried: ‘‘Papa 
is going to die. Bad man killed him.” 

As soon as McMullen fell from his “orse he 
was picked up and carried into the saloon 
where he had purchased the liquor which led 
to his death. Henry Bird, a negro man, who 
was present, and whose testimony tended 
largely towards a conviction, mounted the 
horse upon which McMullen was sitting when 
he received his death blow, and _ rode 
at = full speed to Carrollton, where 
he. found Dr. Watkins, who visited 
thescene of the tragedy. When _ he reached 
the barroom he found McMullen standing in 
one corner literally covered with his own 
blood A glance only was necessary to show 
him that his patien* was badly hurt and when 
he thrust his fingers into the wound made by 
the blade of the knife between the fourth and 
fifth ribs he shook his head and pronounced 
McMullen’s life nearly ended. During that 
night he-remained beside the wounded man 
in the saloon and next morning had him 
removed to Mr. Barrett’s house near by where 
he lingered in pain until about sundown 
that evening, just twenty-four hours after the 
diticulty, when he died, surrounded by his 
wife and children, 

Immediately after driving the knife into 
McMullen’s body Hanvey left, but withina 
half hour Sheriff Hewitt was upon his track 
with a pack of hounds, and before dark he 
was safely jailed. When the dogs came 
upon Hanvey he. was lying in_ the 
corner of a fence in the woods about 
a half mile from the bar-room, and when the 


; sheriff came up he surrendered himself quiet- 


ly. On the way to the jail Hanvey said to 
the sheriff: ‘‘When 1 do a job I do a good 
one, and I have done a good one for McMul- 
len.’’ At the jail two quart bottles of liquor and 
the knife with which he did the murder were 
found upon him. Although suill very drunk, 
he seemed to realize the enormity of his 
crime, and said to the sheriff and those about 
him: am as good as dead; I 
am as good as dead now.’ 
When the knife, dyed with his victim’s 
blood, was taken from him, he remarked to 
the sheriff: ‘‘Take good care of that knife; I 
wouldn’t take twrnty-five dollars for it.”’ 

To the killing there were but two or three 
witnesses, but their testimony was given in 
no uncertain language, and Haivey’s doom 
was soon sealed. 

THE INDICTMENT AND TRIAL, 

At the October term of the court Hanvey 
was indicted for murder, and after a three 
days’ trial, which was stzbbornly contested, a 
verdictof guilty was returned. The jury was 
out butan hour. The evidence was conclu- 
sive and unequivocal. It was plainly shown 
that both Hanvey and his vic- 
tim. were deeply steeped in liquor 
when the crime was committed. It was on 
the loth day of October when Judge Harris 
pronounced the sentence of death, setting 
apart Friday, the 7th day of December, 
1881, as the day for Hanvey’s funeral. The 
execution was to be private, but Hanvey’s 
counsel were not satisfied with his doom, and 
moved fora new trial. The motien was, in 
due course of time, heard and overruled, and 
the case was taken to the supreme court, 
where it hung until the decision of the court 
below was confirmed, and Hanvey was 
made again to look death in the face. During 
the time his case was hanging in the supreme 
court Hanvey bore his troubles with fortitude.

- He was confined closely but was allowed to 


see his friends. He never abandoned life or 
the hope of living until the cord stopped h’‘s 
breathing yesterday. Until the supreme 
court decided against him he expressed great 
hope. Said he: ‘*A man will hope on till he 
dlies.’”’ Soon after he heard that his trial had 
been a just and fair one and that he must die 
unless the governor extended his clemency, 
he was. still bouyant. Not even. did 
he falter when the governor said he could not 
save him. 

When asked by thecourtif he had any- 
thing to say before the sentence of death was 
passed, he arose and in a tranquil voice, with- 
out emotion, said: 

‘The first time I ever met this man was at 
the gr cery. The last thing I recollect we 
were drinking whisky together friendly. I 
know nothing about the cutting. I didn’t 
know what I was putin jailfor. I was drunk 
next morning when I got up, and I knew 
nothing about it. Iam sorry the thing hap- 
pened atall. Next day I wastoldofit. I 
waked up next morning in jail and asked 
thei What | was in jail for. I was drunk 
and didn’t recollect anytaing.”’ 

In sentencing Hanvey, Judge Harris said: 

‘*T take this occasion to say if there isa boy 
or man here who has formed this terrible 
habit of drinking think of thesad fate of this 
young man, and make a vow never to touch 
it again. [fo that can be traced his crime. 
Had it not been for liquor, to-day he would 
have been inthe busom of his family, his 
wife, his parents and his friends.”’ 

Hanvey was a young man of about twenty- 
five years of age. He had always borne a good 
reputation at his home, and was well con- 
nected. He was fond of liquor, and while 
under its influence committed the crime for 
which he was choked to death. His face was 
smooth and even, and a pleasant smile usual- 
ly pervaded it. He was aman of good nerve 
and faced his death with bravery. There 
was no bravado about him, but a quiet sub- 
mission to his fate. 


Moon’s Attempted Suicide. 

Telegrams received late last night show 
that Moon attempted suicide by swallowing a 
rather novel concoction. It seems that he has 
had in his cell for weeks past a bottle of harm- 
less liniment furnished him by the jailer. Into 
this bottle he has been dropping the heads of 
matches for days. Every match he cuould 
from time to time secure was divested 
of its poisonous head, which 
swelled the deaaly dose until it 
came near gratifying the convicted man’s de- 
sire. Moon has always shown leéss nerve than 
Hanvey and has never failed to express the 
greatest horror of hanging. He made up his 
mind weeks ago to die by his own hand, and 
the careful manner in which he treasured the 
match heads shows with wiat calculation he 
waited the final day. 

His condition was discovered about two 
o'clock Friday morning by the sheriff, who 
heard his difficult breathing. Physicians were 
summoned immediately, and efforts made to 
relieve him, but ne remained in an unconscious 
condition for several hours, and the pbysicians 
thought he would certainly die. At the time 
set for the execution he was still unconscious. 
Upon the return of the sheriff from the exe- 
cution of Hanvey, at about two p.m., Moon 
rallied and was able to sit up. 

Later in the day he ate a hearty meal and 
now seems strong enough to meet his fate. 
The first thing he did when he became con- 
scious was to ask whether Hanvey had been 
hung and whether he too must die. When 
told that Hanvey’s execution was over and 
that his troubles were at an end, he said: ‘I 
wish mine were, too; I wish I were with 
him.’’ He manifested a great anxiety to 
know how Hanvey died, and listened with 
interest to the details of the execution. He 
knows that his turn will come to-day, but is 
closely watched to prevent another attempt. 

THE HISTORY OF HIS CRIME. 


It was between sundown and dark on Tues- 
day, the 4th day of January 1881, that Moon 
committed the crime for which his neck was 
to have been troken. On the morning 
of that day he went to Mr. L. 
Mandeville's store in Carrollton

The season for 
rabbit hunting was far advanced and Burns 
said: ‘‘It is too late to hunt rabbits, the snow is 
all gone,’’ but Moon’s response was, ‘‘l know 
where there is one rabbit I ean kill,” and this 
declaration was afterwards uséd as a stron 
link in the chain of evidence which secure 
his conviction. 

Seon after thisconversation with Mr. Burns, 
Moon meta Mr. Wallace to whom he said: 
‘Do you see that double-barrelled shot gun 
yonder? [I’m going to kill Ward in three 
days, and that’s the gun that’s going to dothe 
business well.’’ Still later in the day, and 
but a short while before he verified his state- 
ments, he met Mr. Henry Aiken to whom he 
said: ‘‘l.am going to kill a buck and John 
Ward is the d—d rascal.”’ 

To only @ few persons was it known that 
there were any hard feelings between Moon 
and Ward, and consequentiv no one paid any 
attention to his declaration which really 
meant murder. 

When Moon made his threat to Mr. Aiken 
it was at a grocery store near Carrollton and 
in a short time he left that place and started 
towards Mr. Jessie Robinson’s residence, about 
three miles east of Carrollton, where he was 
boarding. After reaching Mr. Robinson's 
bouse Moon stopped at a gate and was 
talking to a Miss Robinson, when Ward, 
his victim and J. M. Stephens came up. As 
the two advanced towards Moon and Miss 
Robinson Moon wheeled around, and throw- 
ing up hisgun said, ‘Halt and tell your 
names.’ The two men gave their names and 
continuing to advance towards Moon, were 
close upon him when he caught sight of 
Ward—it seems for the first time—and rush- 
ing towards him presented his gun and said: 
‘*“Gg—d d—n you, I will kill you.’’ Ward, see. 
ing his imminent peril, jumped forward and 
grabbed the gun and quite a 
tussel ensued, in which Ward 
continued his grip upon the weapon. 
After contending for the possession of his gun 
some two or three minutes, Moon became 
quiet and asked Ward to release it. 

“Is it loaded?’ asked Ward. 

‘*Turn it loose,’’ demanded Moon. 

‘Is it loaded?” again asked Ward. 

‘‘No,”’ said Moon. 

Taking his adversary’s word as true, Ward 
let loose his hold upon the gun, and walking 
to the fence, which was only a few feet away, 
was in the act of getting over it when Moon 
fred. The gun wasloaded with buckshot and 
small shot, and the wound was a fatal one 
Thirteen buckshot and a handful of small 
shot entered Ward’s body just above the 
thigh, and he fell to the ground almost life- 
less. As soon as Moon saw his victim godown 
he rushed upon him and was inthe act of 
driving the contents of the other barrel into 
his body when Mr. Stephens and Mr. Robin 
son rushed up and disarmed him. 

Almost instinctively those present knew 
it was a fatal shot, and _ preparations 
for Ward’s removal to the house were 
begun. While these preparations, which 
were simple, were going on, Moon awoke toa 
realization of the crime he had committed, 
and with a view to atoning for it as far as pos 
sible, he walked up to the prostrate body and 
offered to aid in carrying it into the house, 
but the instant Ward's eyes fell upon him he 
said ‘‘Goaway. Don’t touch me.” ° 

Mr. Stephens, Mr. Robinson and his son 
soon succeeded in placing the wounded man 
on a bed in the house, and then a physician 
was sent for. As soon as Mr. Stephens had 
thus cared for his wounded friend, he turned 
to Moon and told him vo remain with him. 
At first Moon declined to do so and manifest- 
ed a great desire to leave, but Mr. Stephens 
clung to him until about ten o’clock that 
night, when Sheriff Hewitt put in an appear- 
ance and took the prisoners into his custedy. 

Dr. Gaulding responded to the call, and 
after a slight examination of the wound told 
Ward that his days were numbered and that 
within a few hours he would meet his maker. 
Ward received the news without moving a 
muscle, and en Thursday morning, thirty-six 
hours after beigg shot, he died. 

UNDER JUDICIAL INVESTIGATION. 

Up to the time of Moon’s incarceration no 
cause forthe deed could be assigned. But 
soon after Ward’s burial Moon’s committal 
trial was had, when it was ascertained that 
Ward had threatened to kill Moon because 
Moon hod been coupling his, Ward’s name, 
with that of a frail woman. 

At the ensuing term of the superior court 
for Carroll county, Mvon was indicted for 
murder, and on the llth day of October his 
trial was begun The evidence was lengthy, 
and the trial continued two days. The state 
made a clear case by the evidence, a synopsis 
of vhich has been given—and a verdict of 
guilty was the result. 

The defense introduced many witnesses and 
even went so far as to show that one of the 
witnesses for the state had been arrested upon 
a warrant charging him with perjury. The 
defense also introduced testimony showing 
that Ward had made threats against Moon. 
and that he not only struck him just before 
Moon did the shooting, but that he had 
snapped a pistol in Moon’s face. . This testi- 
mony was deposed by Mr. Robinson and his 
married and single daughters, but the state 
showed that Miss Robinson and Moon were 
engaged to be married and even intimated 
that they had been bribed to espouse his 
cause. In fact the state almost com- 
pletely rebutted all this testimony, 
smd then Moon had _  =~»nothing upon 
which to depend for salvation, except 
the fact that he was unquestionably drunk 
when he did the shooting. 

The trial lasted two days, and was full of 
interest. Moon was attended by his brother, 
and watched closely every step of his case. 
His face would change with each change the 
testimony took, and he seemed always alive 
to the fact that the length of his life was 
being gradually ascertained. In his state- 
ment made in open court he said: 

‘fhe statement that [ will make is this: I 
was standing at the fence, me and Eliza Rob- 
inson, talking. Mr. Ward came up the road 
towards the house. I said, ‘whocomes there?’ 
Hie said ‘Stephens and brother.’ I said ‘all 
right, boys,’ and they came up, and when 
they came up, Ward. he grabbed the gun and 
tried totake it away from me, and I asked 
him to turn it loose. I asked what he meant, 
but he didn’t make no answer. He found that 
I was going to get the gun away from him 
and he snapped the pistol at me, and he 
handed it back to Mr. Stephens and he said 
that be had one ir histrunk that never fails, 
and he grabbed up something and hit me on 
the side of the bead with it and knocked 
me to my knees by the side 
of the-fence; and Stephens, who was 
standing there, grabbed the gun and the gun 
fired. Mr. Ward said. ‘G—d d—n you, I will 
kill you,’ and when the gun fired he 
turned around and fell over the fence. I 
walked around to where he was help him 
into the house aud Ward said do not bother 
bim and I stepped back and walked on in 
the house. That is all I have got to state. 

At9o’clack on the evenjng of the second 
day the case was after a long argument given 
to the jury and in a short while 
they returned with their verdict. 
When Moon arose to hear whe'her he 
should live or die he trembied in every limb, 
and when the word guilty fell from the fore- 
man’s lips he dropped into his chair com-

jail. But Moon’s life was not to be so short. 
His atwrneys thought there were grounds for 
a new trial anda motion for one was argued 


but overruled. Then the case was carried to 
the supreme court where the evidence was 
reviewed by the learned judges, who said the 
sentence below was a just one.

After his sentence Moon became despon- 
dent, but when his case was taken to the sn- 
preme court he seemed to take a fresh lease 
upon life and grew happy. However, when 
he learned of the decision of the.supreme 
court, he grew morose and silent, and thonght 
only as each sean went down that he was one 
day nearer his grave. 

Moon is about thirty years of age, and 
weighs about 125 pounds. 


A Letter From Moon, 
From the Carrollton Times. 


Just before going to press the following let- 


ter for Moon to Stephens was handed us by 


Sheriff Hewitt, with the request from Moon to 
publish it. Stephens, it will be remembered, 
was one of the most important witnesses 
against Moon. He is now, we understand, in 
Appling county, southern Georgia. With the 
exception of slight changesin the punctua- 
tion, the letter is published litera ly as it 
comes to us: 

CARROLLTON, Ga., May 2).—Mr. James Steph 

Sir: I, this beautiful evening. take my poo age 
hand to write toyou, as my time on thisearth is 
short, butI feel that I have a home in heaven 
where there is no hanging nor trials and troubles. 
Jim, I pray for you every day and night, and Jim, 
I want you topray, for I want to meet you in 
heaven, where there is no tronbie and sorrow 
there.

most totally destroyed, and as great an areaof 
corn so badly damaged that not half of it can 
be expected to come out, The wheat stand- 
ing in the fields ripe and ready for the sickle 
was literally thrashed out, what is left being 
hardly worth the cutting. Mr. Claxton had 
15 acres that he thought would average 20 
bushels to the acre, from which he will prob- 
ably not save 50 bushels, possibly not 25. Mr. 
Jerry Hawk lost almost his entire crop of 
wheat. On a majority of the farms only a 
small portion of the crops had been harvested 
and stood in shocks. ‘The oat crop within 
the area described is beaten out and blown 
dewn. Upon the whole, as we said at the 
outset, the damaye on those farms where the 
hail fell heaviest cannot be estimated. The 
garden vegetables in Franklin and, we pre- 
sume. all a ong the track of the storm were, 
to a large extent, destroyed. Even the black- 
berries did not escape. With these, alas! and 
the fallen fruit, our visions of apple dump- 
lings and blackberry pie pass away. Well, it 
is better not to take too gloomy a view of our 
losses, lest we become discouraged. Let us 
rather try to be grateful that no lives were 
lost. 
AN INCIDENT OF THE STORM. 

In view of the suddenness and fury of the 
storm, that all escaped with their lives, seems 
almost a miracle, as the tollowing incident of 
the storm will show. Miss Alice Faver, ac- 
companied by her little nephew, Master Wal- 
ter Merrill, who is nine years of age—a son of 
Colonel J. B. Merrill, was driving on the Car- 
roliton road near what is known as the gin 
branch two miles from Franklin, when the 
hail began to descend. The animal attached 
to the buggy, a spirited mare belonging to 
Colonel Merrill, soon became excited and 
restive under the pelting shower. The first 
thought of the young lady was to 
get out of the buggy and, if they 
could not hold the mare, let her go. 
Throwing down her umbrella by way of 
preparation to carry this idea intoeffect, Miss 
Alice was suddenly thrown back by an ob- 
stacle in the shape of an objection from Mas- 
ter Walter. He said it would not do to let 
the marerun away. If they did his father 
would never let them drive her again. So he 
clung to the lines and would not budge. He 
would not abandon his post. Meanwhile the 
hail fell thicker and faster and larger—almost 
to the size of a walnut; and the mare became 
more restive and got over the ground from 
the branch up to the first level in a way that 
manifested on her part a decided disrelish 
for being stoned. There was no time for ar- 
gument. So Miss Alice, with a coolness and 
courage never excelled, rarely equal, seized 
the lines, and bracing herself, ad- 
dressed het entire faculties to the busi- 
ness of keeping the mare inthe road. The 
buggy was strongand the harness good. If 
they could only keep her to the road and re- 
tain their seats as they went bounding over 
the rocks, she believed that by the time they 
ascended the hil] the mare would have so far 
expended her strength as to yield control. 
They went bounding up the ascent from the 
first to the second level with unabated specd. 
Fortunately there was little wind, only a 
steady, blinding pitiless, pelting shower_ of 
stones, so dense as to obscure the road. Yet 
on they flew, Miss Alice, with Walter’s aid, 
keeping a firm hold on the lines and guiding 
the mare with a steady hand until at length, 
feeling herself thus firmly held, she began to 
abate her speed and directly yielded to the 
controlling will of her driver.

We print in another column a letter from 
Emory Speer. We made the same mistake in 
asking him to explain in our columns his con- 
neetion with this telegram that any gentle 
man is liable to make when he invites a man 
into his house, and finds out as soon as he has 
opened the door that his guest is a blackguard. 
And we shall deal with Mr. Speer just as any 
gentleman would be forced to do when 
he has been deceived in that way. It 
would have been more in accordance 
with the rules usual among gentlemen, if Mr. 
Speer had first written his explanation, if he 
had one, and then if Tse ConstiTvuTio1. had 
failed to do him justice, to have denounced it 
if he chose to do so.

Was it 
not “insidious” in you to conceal this fact? 
and can’t you lie as well by concealing the 
truth as by writingalie? Weadmit that you 
are an expert in this business; that you have 
no regard for the truth when it serves your 
purpose to omit the truth or write or act 
a falsehood. 

What you are pleased to call a ‘‘patriotic 
and honest action on your part’’ was an at- 
tempt to deceive not only your friends but 
ycur enemies. It isto you the light type 
of honesty and patriotism. 

You deceived the congressional campaign 
committee when you procured the insertion 
of yourspeech on the Chinese question in 
their public documents, and they told you 
so, and had it stricken. You deceived Mr. 
Orr at Athens about the appointment of post- 
master. You deceived Mr. Hill by accepting 
every favor he could grant you until the 
poor man was stricken with disease and his 
life was despaired of, and then you turned 
your back on him. 

You have deceived your constituents by 
teliing them you would help them to have 
the tax on whisky abolished and now n»um- 
ber as your best friends in your district the 
men who have shot down poor, weak, inof- 
fensive old men. 

You are not called upon to vote on a single 
question that you do not have to apologize to 
one party or the other and that is your pat- 
tern of “‘honest and patriotic conduct.’’ 
If we refuse to believe your 
statements when they were made 
you have no one to blame but yourself. If a 
majority of the people of the ninth district 
want you as their representative we have no 
objection. We have said nothing about that 
since your election. You certainly have done 
nothing but deceive them. If they want that 
kind of a man to represent them you will fill 
the bill. 

You took occasion without cause to write 
this insulting letter, when you knew that 
Tue Constitution had never failed to do you 


justice. You have been repeatedly assured 
that we would. always do vou _ justice. 
It was a hard job. You were dodg- 
ing from side to. side, and voting 
first with one party and then with the other. 
You were a friend to the whites when talk- 
ing to them and against the colored man, and 
a friend to the colored man when talking tg 
him, and against the whites. Not half of 
your inconsistencies have come to the sur- 
face because you have been skilful in conceal- 
ing the truth. 

We have a letter from you to the editor of 
THE CONSTITUTION, signed with your well- 
known unhistoric signature, urder date of 
January 4, 1880, in which you say: 
“You were good enough to tell

to write to you and pointit out.’”’ You did 
so, and we corrected it as well as it could be 
done.

No longer than a few weeks ago we pub- 
lished part of a speech by you. You wrote us 
that full justice to you required we should pub- 
lish it all. We promptly did so. We have nu- 
merous lettersfrom you on this line asking 
favors, which we granted when we could, and 
whieh we refused when we could not grant 
them. Were you deceiving us in those letters, 
or do you lie about us in this last letter? We 
are prepared to believe that you were doing 
so in all of them. 

Now, sir, we have treated your letter as it 
deserved, Your conduct was insidious, even 
granting (which we decline to believe on your 
unsupported statement), that Mr. Stephens 
saw your dispatch before you sent it. For in 
that dispatch you attempted to make the pub- 
lic believe that Mr. Stephens was in sympathy 
with the coalition movement, when you knew 
positively that he was not, and that while 
tolerating the indorsement of the coalition- 
ists, he would only run as a democratic candi- 
date on a democratic platform, pledged to 
abide the action of the democratic conven- 
tion. This insidious attempt to deceive the 
people of Georgia as to Mr. Stephens’s true 
position is but a part of your. entire 
political career. In conclusion, | sir, 
having invited you into our _ house, 
and heving discovered that you are a 
blackguard, and having disposed of you as 
you deserved, we now show you the door. 
Should you have anything further to say to 
us you will have no trouble in finding us at 
the front gate, as we do not wish to disturb 
our decent guests by branding you in a more 
emphatic way with your true name and char- 
acter.

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THE SOLUTION OF THE WHOLE MATTER. 
A remarkable feature of the opposition to 
Mr. Stephens is its utter irrelevance. It is 
not only without reasonable basis, it is not 
representative; and even if it were represen- 
tative, it would be out ofall proportion. We 
have already called attention to numerous 
worey and windy examples of this attempt 
to browbeat democratic opinion. The objec- 
tions urged against Mr. Stephens have been 
drummed up at random and do not commend 
themselves to the reason or judgment of any 
democrat save those who for personal or 
other reasons, pretend that the democratic 
organization can be maintained only by a 
resort to the blind partisan metbods which 
obtained when such methods were the natu- 
ral result of an attack upon our social as well 


j as our political organism. 


The irrelevance of the opposition to Mr. 


Stephens, feeble as it seems to be, consists in 
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‘the foolish attempt to urge party prejndices | 


and partisanship against the man, who above 
all other men in the state possesses the com- 
plete confidence not only of the great mass of 
democratic voters, but of those who may be 
said to create party opinion. So far from there 
being any doubt as to how he stands asa 
Georgian and a democrat, his position 
is historical. There has never been 
any real doubt as to his intentions, 
so far as the best interests of the state is con- 
cerned; and whatever doubt may have arisen 
in the minds of the people if he had become 
the candidate of the independents and their 
allies would not have affected their confidence 
in his integrity. We believe now, and this 
belief is shared by leading democrats, that if 
Mr. Stephens had consented to be the candi- 
date of the men who ‘‘recommended”’-him for 
governor, the disorganization of the demo- 
cratic party would have been complete and 
permanent. Dr. Felton and his coadjutors 
were fully aware of this, hence their strenu- 
ous efforts to secure Mr. Stephens as a candi- 
date, and their subsequent efforts to cripple 
him before the democratic convention by 
seeking to identify him with their wicked 
movement. . 

The objection to Mr. Stephens by a few who 
assume to represent the democratic party, 
and who are raising as much dirt and dust as 
a stage-carpenter, may be thus grouped: 1. 
His nomination would divide the party; 2. 
The opposition to his nomination on the part 
of a large number of democrats is unaltera- 
ble; 3. The independents speak well of him; 
4. It is not certain that he is a genuine dem- 
ocrat; 5. He is physically unable to attend to 
the duties of the executive office; 6. His can- 
didacy is the result of an attempt on the part 
of certain bosses to force him upon the party. 

The first objection is not only groundless, 
but ridiculous. If the opposition to Mr. Ste- 
phens before the convention is worth consid- 
ering at all, he will not be nominated. If he 
is nominated, the party will certainlp not be 
divided, nor willit be divided if he is not 
nominated. The second objection, that the 
opposition to his nomination on the part of a 
large number of democrats is unalterable, is 
equally groundless. We know of no such 
large number of democrats, but if there are 
any such, they should either carry their 
grievance into the convention and abide its 
decision, or they should give due notice of 
their intention. With respect to. the fact 
that the independents speak. well of 
Mr. Stephens, it is enough to. say 
that the democratic party has 
been making considerable efforts during the 
past few years to bring these independent 
gentlemen back into the line; it has coaxed 
them, and it has fought them. If the candi- 
dacy of Mr. Stephens is calculated to bring 
them back into the party, would it not be a 
good thing for the organization? In regard 
to the third objection, it may be said that the 
people of Georgia do not doubt his democra- 
cy. He-has declared that he will submit to 
the decision of the democratic convention, 
and that is sufficient. If heis objectionable 
—if there are doubts as to his democracy—let 
the convention dispose of him. As 
to his physical . inability, it is well 
known that he accomplishes as much 
and works as hard as those who labor under 
no physical disability. On the floor of the 
house, in committee and before the depart- 
ments, neserves his constituents as promptly, 
as efficiently, and as faithfully as any other 
member of congress. 

The sixth objection calls for the same an- 
sweras the first. If the people of Georgia 
think that Mr. Stephens has been madea 
tool of the bosses, let them defeat him in their 
convention. , 

It is useless to multiply words in regard to 
the attacks that have been made upon the 
distinguished Georgian. The solution of the 
whole matter is with the convention. If the 
democrats want him for governor, they can 
nominate him; if they don’t want him, they 
can nominate some other man. THE ConsTI- 
TUTION believes he ought to be nominated; 
but this is withthe convention of democrats. 


THE DEAD MAN AT CAPRERA. 

Garibaldi is the man who rendered a united 
Italy possible. His biography when written 
will be but the history of events which cul- 
minated in the Roman occupatiou of 1870 and 
gave back to the old city the place she occu- 
pied when the Ciesars ruled the world, A 
man of strong prejudices, of violent methods, 
of rebellious instinct inbred from the times 
in which his early life was cast, he was 
just the character to gather around him 
the scattered elements who only knew that 
they were oppressed, that government was a 
tyrant, that revolution was asacred. duty. 
He blazed the way in which Victor Emanuel 
was the nominal leader, and rallied to the 
house of Savoy the hostsof Parma, of Modena, 
of Florence, of the Two Sicilies, and finally 
saw the representative of his work sit as the 
master of the Quirinale. 

He was never a courtier. His place was al- 
ways in the opposition. He was not a Chris- 
tian, because unfortunately he met with 
Christianity in its character as a servant of 
statecraft. In many things he was crude, and 
gave offense. Blunt of speech, where others 
would have spoken honeyed words of hypoc- 
risy, he gave vent to sentiments which set at 
defiance all restraint, because to him restraint 
symbolized government, and government had 
made itself odious. In private life, while 
true to friends and chivalrous, yet it was in 
that sense in which the Indian displays the 
same characteristic. 

However, it is not with his life, but with 
his work, that the world hastode. He repre- 
sented the idea of a nation which was shattered 
shattered into many fragments; as the stronger 
spirit the others rallied around him—a loose, 
disjointed mass at first, but growing concrete 
gave Italy to the world as a nation new, with 
hope for the future as well as pride for the 
past.. A crown would have been to hima 
bauble; power distasteful; for rule he was 
ne‘ther born nor fitted. As the embodiment 
of a people’s desire to be free, one who com- 
bined in himseif the hopes, the as- 
pirations, the determination of a divided 
race, he was the one through whom Italians 
announced that the hated Austrian should 
fall back from the Adriatic; that the vampires 
of church and duchies should disappear; that 
from the mountains of Sardinia to the lower 


Sicily there was a demand for nationality and 
unity. Garibaldi was the idea; as such he 
will go down into history, and Italy will ever 


be his living monument.

HAND “EDUCATION IN OUR SCHOOLS. 

EDITORS CONSTITUTION: For many years I have 
taken a great and increasing interest in the subject 
of education, in its enlarged sense, as compre- 
hended in the development of the whole complex 
organism—ph ysical, moral and intellectual. I read, 


therefore, with pleasure and approval the enter 
taining report in TH CoNSTITUTION of to-day, of 
the views and labors of Mr. Chaney on one branch 
of the subject. 

That our present system of education is deficient, 
if not defective, no reflecting mind can question. 
Granting, however, thatit is not defective in its 
methods, that our schools and colleges teach as 
thoroughly as possible what they undertake to 
teach, it must be admitted, nevertheless, that most 
of our boys and girls finish their ed- 
ucation ‘‘with absolutely no knowledge of the es- 
sentials for the practical duties of life.’ Upon this 
subject the New York Nation lately said: ‘In 
America scarcely any man who can afford it likes 
now to refuse his son a college education if the boy 
wants it, but probably pot one in one thousand can 
say five years after graduating that he Las been 
helped by his college education in making his way 
in life. It may have been never so useful to him 
as a means of moral and intellectual culture, but it 
bas not helped to adapt him to the environment in 
which he has tolive and work; or in other words, to 
a world ia which not one man in a hundred thou- 
sand has either the manners or cultivation ofa gen- 
tleman, or changes his shirt more than once a 
week, or eats with a fork.’’ Butit is questionable 
if our system, one sided as it is, produces the best 
results in intellectual culture. Mr. Lowell has 
said of the United States, that we have ‘the worst 
common-schools and the least cultivated people 
in the world;’’ and ten years ago, I said of one of 
the middle states, that they had a greater number 
of schoo] houses and less education than any peo- 
ple I had ever known. 

_After speaking of the spread of ‘‘practical educa- 
tion’ at the north, Mr, Chaney adds: “It is very 
much needed at the south,’ in which opinion T 
heartilyconcur But. Mr. Chaney,if he does not 
confine his interest in the adoption of 
practical education to the colored race 
is evidently chiefly concerned in their 
behalf; for; after discussing its advantage to the 
colored race, in response to the jemtier. Wes about 
the white race? he said: “I don’t know so much 
about them.”’ 

Am Ito understand Mr. Chaney as indicating 
that the elegant system of practical education which 
he advocates has been app ied to the training of the 
colored race at the north? If so, I would inquire 
where? If negroes are thus educated at the north 
they must be sent away from home to find a field 
for the practice of their trades—either to the “‘south”’ 
or to some pene nn! of which I know nothing. I am 
certainly misinformed, after efforts

NEW YORK, June 2.—Share speculation opene@ 
weak and prices showed a decltne from yesterday's 
closing quotations of 4 to 1% percent.

In the early trade the mar- 
ket, though somewhat irregular, recorded a decline 
of % to 1% per cent, in which New Jersey Central, 
Missouri Pacific, Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern were prominent.

, TALK WITH DR. W. C, SMITH ON 
THE SUBJECT. 


gow the No Fence Law Has Worked in Coweta 
County~The Author of the Fence Law On the 
Operations of His Measure—An Impor- 
tant Topic for Georgians. 


When THE CONSTITUTION entered the court room 
of United States commissioner, W. B. Smith, yester- 
day, to see What luckless moonshiner had fallen 
into the clutches of the law, he meet Dr. W. C. 
smith, formerly of Coweta county, and in the 
course of a brief conversation it cropped out that 
Pr. Smith, a few days ago, took a trip to Coweta 
and saw the practical workings of the new no-fence 
jaw in that county. The reporter saw that he had 
an interesting article within easy reach, and told 
the doctor that nothing short of a comprehensive 
talk on the subject would satisfy him. 

“To begin at the beginning,’’ said Dr. Smith, 
othe first bill that was ever introduced in the state 
of Georgia on the fence question was introduced in 
the senate by Mr. B. B, Hinton, of the twenty- 
fourth district, in 1868. When the bill came up on 
jts passage itreceived only two votes and they were 
my Mr. Hinton and myself. We were the only men 
who yvotedforit. Toshow you how the measure 
wasregarded, I may say that when the bill came 
up fora se ord reading, one of the oldestand most 
experienced legislatorsin the senate moved that 
the bill, together With its author, be referred to the 
commitiee on lunatic asylum. The bill ’wasa sim- 
ple one, and provided that on and after its passage 
no stock of any kind should run at large in the state 
of Georgia. The next year Hinton and myself pro. 
yided another biH, which received a somewhat bet- 
ter following, there being perhaps ten or a dozen 
sepators Who voted forit. The measure had been 
inthe meantime discussed by the newspapeis and 
yarious opinions, pro and con, had been given. In 
iso 1 was stillin the senate and introdneed a bill 
thatafterwards became a law. The bill provided 
that each county should setule for itself the ques- 
tion of fence or no fence.” 

‘When did Coweta couuty vote on the question ?”’ 

“Last year, and the new order of things went 
into operation on the first of January.”’ 

“How are the people pleased witb the operations 
af the law?’ 

“They are almost unanimously pleased. Those 
who voted against it are now almosta unitin its 

raise, and now admit that it is the very best thing 
that has ever been adopted.’’ 

“Whatare some of the advantages of the law?’’ 

“Some of the advantages are that it will enable a 
man owning alarge plantation to divide up their 
lands, and sell them off in anv quantity that they 
may desire. This they would not be able to doif 
they had to keep up their fences. Anotber advan- 
tage is the ability to cultivate any piece of ground 
thatisdesited. For instance a man may have sey- 
eral richspots in a very large tract, yet he cannot 
cultivate patches because he is not able to fenee 
the whole piece "’ : 

“How does the country look where fencesare not 
built around the crops?’’ 

“The whole face of the country bears a different 
aspect from Whatit had before. There are oats, 
wheatand corn fields right up to the roadside, 
and watermelon vines, tomato vines and every- 
thing growing right where you can stand in the 
rad and reach them. In the towns the back streets 
are covered With vegetation and the uncultivated 
land in the country is one sheet of flowers. The 
sight is perfectiy enchanung. Itis noticeable also 
thatthe best partof the crops is where the fences 

wod. There isa streak of good ground wherever 
afence was before the new law went into effect.”’ 
“Do the farmers plantright up to the roadside?”’ 
“They do. They don’t losea foot of ground. I 
saw oats, wheat, c rn, etc,, growing so near the 
roadside that | could have reached out my hand 
and touched the growing crops Oneof the advan- 
tagesof the new law is that it brings into use 
thousands of avres of the best land that has here- 
tofore been inaccessible and enables a man to plant 
jas what he pleases. The marshes are generally 
fenced in for pastures and on plantations where 
there are no marshes a piece of other land is set 
aside fora pasture. The stock has better grazing 
than heretofore and consequently we have better. 
fatier and finer locking cows and stock of all kinds 
Many farmers have sold off their surplus stock and 
only keep what they need. I think that the ten- 
dency istorun all sorry stock out of the country, 
and to substitute instead the best breeds of every 
sort.’ 

“Does any trouble come from stock getting out?’’ 
“No. There is notus much as there was before 
because we have better fences. We do not need as 
manyrailson the farms nowand we make our 
fences higher with the rails we used under the old 
order of things.’’ 

“But suppose stock gets Joose in spite of all these 
precautions ?’’ 

“Under the law every man who sees stock loose 
isrequired to penit. If a cowfrom an adjoining 
county Comes into Coweta she is penned up imme- 
diately by the first man who sees her ana the 
owner is required to pay the expenses of keeping 
ber until she is reclaimed and taken away.’”’ 

“You spoke of the difference in the quantity of 
railsused now as against those required formerly. 
What is the difference?’’ 

“Lsuppose that as things are now managed in 
Cowela county not more than one-third or one- 
rsa many rails are required as were used 
lore ’’ 

“How much pasture is generally required ?’’ 

“That depends, of course, on the man. Some 
men will have twenty or thirty acres of land that is 
00 Wet to cultivate, and in such cases it is generally 
leuced in and the stock of their tenants is allowed 
krunonit.

DEATH OF GENERAL GARIBALDI. 


en 
The Italian Hero Pays the Debt of Nature Amid 
the Tears of United Italy. 

Romer, June 2.—General Garibaldi died at 
Caprera at 6:30 this evening of bronchitis. 
The announcement causes profound sorrow in 
all parts of Italy. 

HIS LIFE AND WORK. 

Garibaldi was born in Nice on the 4th of 
July, 1807, and was consequently 75 years of 
age. He was educated for the sea, but em- 
barking in politics in 1834, was exiled from 
Italy. In his wanderings he drifted into South 
America, and engaged in several niilitary en- 
terprises. There he marrieda South Ameri- 
can wife, who lived until 1849. In 1848 he 
returned to Italy and offered his services to 
King Charles Albert, by whom he was coldly 
received. Subsequently he engaged in the 
occupation of Rome, on the flightof Pius LX. 
On one occasion he charged the French and 
ut them to flight and took 300 prisoners. The 

‘rench, however, were finally successtul, 
Pius LX was restored, and the cause of Italy 
seemed to be forever lost, but Garibaldi never 
foran instan lost heart. He plotted and 
schemed inces antly. On the establishmentofa 
umited Italy, in 1859 the war with Austria 
took place, in which, with the aid of France, 
Victor Emmanuel won such a prestige for the 
new idea that it was impossible to restrain its 
progress. Without anything, in May, 860, 
Garibaldi, with 1,000 adherents, landed at 
Marsala, took Palermo, routed King Bomba, 
and added the two Sicilies to the New Itay, 
In 1866 he commanded a division against the 
Austrians. In 1867 he organized another at- 
tempt to capture Rome, but was arrested and 
the scheme failed. In 187U he offered his ser- 
vices tot e French, and was made a general 
of division. He was the author of several 
works, one of which was a nove!: The Rule 
of the Monk. For the last few years he has 
been but little in public, preferring the sim- 
ple surroundings of his island home in Cap- 
rera, 

HIS CHARACTER ANALYZED, 

If one wished to summarize the character 
of Garibaldi as tersely as possible, one would 
describe him asaman with the heart of a 
lion and the head of a less redoubtable ani- 
mal. But itis impossible to du justice to a 
great Inan in a couple of lines. The truth is 
that it isnot Garibaldi’s head that is small, 
but his heart that is so large. The moral 
qualities in him have dwarfed the intellectual. 
Consumed through half a lifetime with a 
burning sense of his country’s wrongs, he 
lost the power of discussing political ques- 
tions with calmness. He could scarcely be 
blamed for failing to see that Austria was a 
political necessity; or that even treaties which 
imposed a foreign yoke upon Italy re;re- 
sented international engagements of the most 
solemn kind; and could not be flung into the 
fire ata moment's notice without imperilling 
higher than national interests. If the utter- 
ances of the old warrior have been intem- 
perate of late years, one must make allowances 
‘or the effervescence of the spirit which car- 
ried him to victory in 1860. Had he then re- 
fected, Italy might still be awaiting her 
saviour. They laughed at Turin when he 
Sailed for Marsala. ‘‘That poor Garibaldi,”’ 
said Victor Emanuel, as he lighted a cigar, 
“he'll infallibly get banged, and then what a 
fine funeral we shall give him!’ A few 
months later Garibaldi saluted him as king of 
Italy. ‘Ah, Garibaldi, how do you do?’ was 
his majesty’s only reply. Asa matter of fact 
the easy-going monarch was not particularly 
pleased at the addition to his responsibilities. 
Lhe indolence and apathy of thuse who. he 
shed his blood to raise to honor—these Gari- 
baldi bas always found the most trouble- 
some obstacles in his path. As _ illustra- 
ting Garibaldi’s personal simplicity and fru- 
gality,a writer says: ‘A friend of mine was 
once in conversation with him, when the gen- 
eral took out his cigar-case. As he tendered 
the contents, ‘they are all,’ he said, ‘that is 
left me of my country’—for they were of Niz- 
zan manufacture. Yet when Irance lay 
well-nigh prostrate after Sedan, Garibaldi-in- 
dignantly scouted the idea that advantage 
should be taken of the situation to strike a 
blow for the recovery of Nice and Savoy. He 
did more; receiving small thanks from gen- 
erals who would have preferred the ruin of 
their country toits deliverance by a foreigner. 
The story of the cigar would be incomplete if 
I omitted to mention one !ittle circumstance. 
Italians who do not gamble are among the 
thriftiest of mortals, and Nizzans are pre- 
eminently Italian in this respect. His friend 
having helped himself, Garabaldi broke a 
cigar carefully in two, restored one- 
half to the case, and lighted the other. A 
poor man, he considered that the strictest 
economy was due to the dignity of the cause 
he represented. Giuseppe Garil aldi was in 
the seventy-fifth year of the most eventful 
life led by any man in the present century. 
He has been everywhefe, done everything, 
and experienced nearly every sensatioh but 
that of being hanged. He was condemned to 
death atthe early age of twenty-seven for 
plotting against Charles Albert, but had the 
good fortune to be out of his native country 
at the time. He has been soldier, sailor,soap- 
boiler, tallow chandler, farmer, engineer, 
speculator, politician and dictator; and in 
every calling showed himself a man of in- 
domitable pluck, whom even his own blun- 
ders could not dishearten.

with hands and feet bound behind him was also a 
failure, the strong tide carrying him to the battery, 
where he gave up the attempt for the present.

The case 
Was reported to the board of health but the 
officers reached the place a few minutes after 
the family had left the city. Dr. Martin 
went down to Mr.- Green’s farm, and after 
seeing the case pronounced it small-pox. The 
little girls name is Hattie Pressnell.
